SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES
Nature of Business

Bond Lane Partners, LLC (the Company) is a broker-dealer registered with the
Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC) and became a member of the
Financial Industry Regulatory Authority (FINRA) on August 24, 2009. The
Company was organized as a California limited liability company (LLC).

Since the Company is a limited liability company, the member is not liable for the
debts, obligations, or liabilities of the Company, whether arising in contract, tort or
otherwise, unless the member has signed a specific guarantee.

Basis of Presentation

The firm engages in the business of structuring private placements of both debt
and equity securities, on the client's behalf, and acts as a mergers and acquisitions
consultant on a fee for service basis in the digital media industry.

Income Taxes

The Company is a limited liability company for income tax reporting purposes, and
as such, is not subject to income tax. Accordingly, no provision for income taxes
is provided in the financial statements.

Estimates

The presentation of financial statements in conformity with U.S. generally
accepted accounting principles requires management to make estimates and
assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and
disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial
statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the
reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estimates.

Revenue Recognition

The Company recognizes revenue when fees are billed to clients for services
rendered, and has determined the fees to be collectible.



REVENUE

Consulting revenue is derived by the Company when clients hire the Company
to provide strategic planning and consulting services to clients' management
and/or board of directors.

NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform

Net Capital Rule (SEC Rule 15c3-1), which requires the maintenance of minimum
net capital and requires that the ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital,
both as defined, shall not exceed 15 to 1 (and the rule of the "applicable"
exchange also provides that equity capital may not be withdrawn or cash dividends
paid if the resulting net capital ratio would exceed 10 to 1). At December 31,
2012, the Company had net capital of $57,636, which was $52,636 in excess of

its required net capital of $5,000. The Company's percentage of aggregate
indebtedness to net capital was 12.82%.

RELATED PARTY TRANSACTIONS

The sole member received distributions of $1,793,650 for the year ended
December 31, 2012.

COMPUTATION FOR DETERMINATION OF RESERVE REQUIREMENTS UNDER
RULE 15C3-3 OF THE SECURITIES AND EXCHANGE COMMISSION

The Company is exempt from the provisions of Rule 15¢3-3 under the Security
Exchange Act of 1934 pursuant to paragraph (k)(2)(i) of the rule. The Company
does not hold funds or securities for, or owe money or securities to, customers.

INFORMATION RELATING TO THE POSSESSION OR CONTROL REQUIREMENTS
UNDER RULE 15¢3-3 OF THE SECURITIES AND EXCHANGE COMMISSION

The Company is exempt from the provisions of Rule 15¢3-3 under the Security
Exchange Act of 1934 pursuant to paragraph (k)(2)(i) of the rule. The Company
did not maintain possession or control of any customer funds or securities.

SIPC ASSESSMENT RECONCILIATION

The Company did not have revenue in excess of $500,000 for the year ended
December 31, 2012. As a result the Company is not required to include the Form
SIPC-7 or the Accountant's Report on the SIPC Assessment Reconciliation. Such
items are not included in this filing.

We understand that practices and procedures that accomplish the objectives referred to in the
second paragraph of this report are considered by the SEC to be adequate for its purposes in
accordance with the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 and related regulations, and that practices
and procedures that do not accomplish such objectives in all material respects indicate a material
inadequacy for such purposes. Based on this understanding and on our study, we believe that the
Company's practices and procedures were adequate as of December 31, 2012 to meet the SEC's
objectives.

This report recognizes that it is not practicable in an organization the size of the Company to
achieve all the division of duties and cross-checks generally included in a system of internal
accounting control, and that alternatively, greater reliance must be placed on surveillance by
management.
